The estimates made in England
earlv iu the mouth, anticipated a large
falling oil for the month in shipments
from Bombay to Europe from the same
month last year, being l6,0wi bales,
against a5o,O00 hale. These estimates
have not been materially changed since,
bo far as we are advised. From Egypt
aud Krazil we have no reports worth not- ¬

ing, but assuming no chauge in the prob-

able supplies from these countries,
their status is ot but small conse- ¬

quence, India being the only point
which can affect the market to
any extent. Thirdly, ol the English
demand and consumption : Manchester
has, during ihe entire season, thus far,
been in generally good condition and lib- -

eially supplied with remunerating con-¬

tracts for goods, and although some ap-

prehensions have lately been felt iu Ion- -

don of a curtailment in the spinning
demand iu that quarter, consequent upon
a ruuning out of many of these contracts
during the present month, and a duller
market predicted in Liverpool, especially
in anticipation of an increase in the pate
Of interest by the Bank of England as the
summer opens, these apprehensions are
now partially removed. Manchaater is

still working largely, and the rate of
interest will likely reuiaiu at its pres-

ent low standard. Tho consumption
of cotton at Liverpool keeps up to
its high weekly average of 58,000 bales,
and though the stocks iu that market re- ¬

main very large, thcte seems to be no
fears entertained that they will further
increase beyoud the ability of holders to
carry them with convenience and ease.
Thus Liverpool hag been able to maintain
a steady and generally fitm market, aided
in some measure, no doubt, by reports
from this side, of lesser planting, and the
late unlavorabla crop prospects. Of the
120,202 bales of cotton exported from
this country to the Continent dur- ¬

ing the month, more than one-filt-

or nearly 48,ih) bales, went to France, or
over twic3 as much as was exported to
that country in April. The Bales of spot
cotton tor the month in this market have
been considerably larger than lor April,
while the gross receipts at this port have
been considerably less, thus reducing our
stocks trom !K) 000 bales on the 1st of May,
to 62 yuo biles at this date. The increased
business in contracts for future delivery
has been even more marked, the short
sales of the month, as will be noticed,
footing up over 344,000 bales, or double
those of April. This leads us to consider
the causes of the late sharp advance in
prices, both in spots and futures. In the
first place, a fresh spirit of speculation
sprang up early in theinonth.losioredand
strengthened by the unfavorable crop re-¬

ports, and the rapid reduction of stocks in
the ports, and especially in the interior
towns, and prices being evidently on the
rise, holders generally become more and
more disposed to withhold their already
reduced stocks from the market, and the
fact that we now have leas cotton in this
country than we had a year ago, lias kept
prices in a hardening condition.

In conclusion, we must remind our
friends that the low grades of have
not partaken of the late improvement auy
thing like iu proportion to the better
grades. Nothing below Good ordinary
has been iu demand, for the reason that
such low cottons are neither wantnl by
spinners or exporters (they being chesper
in Liverpool than here), and are not good
enough to deliver on contracts, nothing
under Good Ordinary lieing takimon such
deliveries.
